Looking into the future years the 


farmers of America, and cities like 
Hope which depend almost entirely on 
them, must realize the absolute neces- 
sity of maintaining a united front for 
Agriculture in the double-horse hitch 
of the Farm-Labor coalition, 
^ ^ . . ^ y political .coalition thd 
partner 'with'"'the '>lbudest voice and 
with an organization able to back 
up what it says, will get the best part 
of the deal. 


America today is organized into var- 


ious conflicting economic groups, each 
with its own special demands upon 
government. 


The largest body, but at the same 


time the most difficult to organize, and 
the one most needing organization to- 
day, is the farm group. The habit of 
operating alone is inherent to Ihe 
farmer. But il is obvious to every 
thinking man that no individual can 
survive operating alone in a day when 
all other men arc arranged against 
him. 


Farmers have before them the ex- 


ample of many a man who, on mov- 
ing to town and entering city business, 
has promptly joined some trade asso- 
ciation for good and sufficient busi- 
ness reasons. 
City business ull over 


America is highly organized. 


What is good for a man operating 


business in town is good for a man 
operating business on Ihc farm. 


Nor is Ihis something for the good 


of farmers alone. A town like Hope 
has to have a strong farm organiza- 
tion out in front to be sure that Agri- 
culture gets its fair share of the 
national income—for it is obvious we 
are not a highly industrialized com- 
munity, and farming therefore rep- 
resents our main chance for prosper- 
ity.

Farm prices 
continue low and surpluses continue 
to mount. That isn't a pretty picture 
for fanners, but it is a realistic pic- 
ture and one that fanners are going 
lo have lo face—in facl, are facing. 
Farm leaders, both stale and national, 
in public addresses, over the radio, 
and through the public press, have 
keen strongly emphasizing that Agri- 
cullure's position is growing more 


shock of the war emergency must 
be 'met, and can be met effectively 
only by farmers 
getting 
together 


right now and working for 
their 


mutual interest. If there over was a 
time when Agriculture needed a unit- 
ed front it is today. 


What About Agriculture? 


Ever since the war omorgency°~de^ 


vcloped, the newspapers have carried 
articles about the position of Labor 
and Industry—but very little has been 
said about the position of Agricul- 
ture. What has happened? Several 
weeks ago the loan program on basic 
agricultural 
commodities 
was an- 


nounced by government officials, pro- 
ducers of Ihcse commodities to get 
56 per cent of parity. Agriculture is 
not solidly organized. 


Newspaper dispatches quote Govern- 


ment officials, including the president, 
as assuring labor thai il would con- 
tinue to receive parity and that the 
gains it has made during recent years 
(and 
they are many) would be pre- 


served. In fact, the government has 
pleaded with labor not lo strike for 
more concessions in the national de- 
fense program. Labor is organized. 


Industry has been promised similar 


protections, given the guarantee of 
reasonable profits regardless of what 
happens, urged to cooperate in the 
national defense program. Govern- 
ment officials have expressed 
the 


hope that there will bo no profiteer- 
ing as a result of the war emergency 
and that there will be no millionaires 
made by the war. An excess profits 
tax bill, affecting Industry, has been 
hanging 
fire 
in 
the 
congress for 


months; legislation which would put 
a ceiling on the profits 
Industry 


might make under the national de- 
fense program. This legislation, in- 
cidentally, is favored by the American 
Farm Bureau Federation. It hasn't 
been passed as yet. Industry, like la- 
bor, also is organized. 


Agriculture, insofar as we can learn, 


hasn't been promised 
anything to 


speak 
of—much less parity as en- 


joyed by other groups. When the 
American Farm 
Bureau Federation 


asked for 65 per cent of parity loans

Thousands of 
Italian Troops 
Are Captured 


By the Associated Press 


Frontier dispatches said that Greek 


mountain fighters had entered the 
city of Korilza, in Albania, Wednes- 
day and captured thousands of the 
30,000 Italian troops under siege there. 


The 
reported 
seizure—if 
true— 


marked the first major victory in the 
10-day-old Balkin conflict and pre- 
sumably disrupted Ihe Ilalian supply 
route for projected invasion into west- 
ern Mamedonia. 


Greece's high command said that 


retreating Italian troops were shelled 
by their own tanks as the Greek war- 
riors stormed1 and captured hill for- 
lificalions guarding Korilza. 


The Greek's reported that their lines 


were holding firmly on both ends of 
the 100-mile front, despite superiority 
of Italian arms and manpower. 


Authoritative quarters in London 


said the Italians had not yet launched 
their main offensive against Greece, 
but the real attack was to be ex- 
pected any moment, 


British Bomb Naples 


ROME—(iP)—The Italian high com- 


mand reported Wednesday that British 
warplanes bombed the area around 
Naples during the night, killing one 
and injuring ten. 


The raid was the third in less than 


a week on Naples. 


Germans Claim Success 


BERLIN-i7P)-The

command declared Wednesday that 
"increasing success" in the war against 
Britain's merchant marine has brought 
the total "enemy shipping or shipping 
usable by the enemy" sunk by Ger- 
man armed forces lo 7,160,200 tons 
since Ihe war's outbreak.
